It’s because you see, the big boys who already 
own the banks and they own every country lock-stock-and-barrel through 
debt, have put all the food supply of the planet - and by the way they are the 
major shareholders in these big agri-food businesses - they have put it all up 
on the stock market for the highest bidder. That means EVERY country is in 
it now trying to get the food out of it, since most of us don’t grown our own 
anymore and most farmers in Canada and the US and elsewhere have been 
run out after years, maybe 40 years, of government meddling. That’s all part 
of the agenda.)

As we sit glued to Al-Jazeera watching authority crumble in the cultural and 
political capital of the Arab world, (A: It’s amazing this ‘ARAB land’ thing 
they have. They’re all different countries but they always call them ‘Arabs,’ 
eh, the ARAB world.) exhilaration can turn quickly to foreboding. 


If you insist on joining the emerging market party at this stage of the 
agflation blow-off, avoid countries with an accelerating gap between rich and 
poor. (A: Well, that’s pretty well all of us here too.) Cairo’s EGX stock index 
has dropped 20pc in nine trading sessions. 


Events have moved briskly since a Tunisian fruit vendor with a handcart set 
fire to himself six weeks ago, and in doing so lit the fuse that has detonated 
Egypt and threatens to topple the political order of the Maghreb, Yemen, and 
beyond. (A: It’s amazing, Yemen I think owes 80% of its debts to Britain in 
interest, just 80% of it is interest, to the banks there.) 


This is nothing like the fall of the Berlin Wall. The triumph of secular 
democracy was hardly in doubt in central Europe. Whatever the mix of 
aspirations of those on the streets of Cairo, such uprisings are easy prey for 
tight-knit organizations - known in the revolutionary lexicon as Leninist 
vanguard parties. (A: Actually they're NGOs.) 


In Egypt this means the Muslim Brotherhood, whether or not Nobel laureate 
Mohammed El Baradei (A: This is a propaganda piece obviously.) ever served 
as figleaf. The Brotherhood is of course a different kettle of fish from Iran’s 
Ayatollahs; and Turkey shows that an ‘Islamic leaning’ government can be 
part of the liberal world - though Turkish premier Recep Tayyip Erdogan once 
let slip that democracy was a tram “you ride until you arrive at your 
destination, then you step off." 


Actually that’s very true, because it’s a con game, democracy. We’ve never had it 
and it’s not intended that you ever get it actually. The Club of Rome has pretty 
well said that too; they said it didn’t work. And by the way, whatever the Club of 
Rome says is the law because they’re run by the big bankers who own you all. It’s 
quite amazing as I say, when they go into this, that it’s just a sudden uprising, you 
know, over the price of food and fruit and all that kind of stuff. You actually go 
further into the other articles and it says here...

(A: So this is the headline... another handout. The media all works together 
to make sure that you get the wrong message, which they'll tell you is the 
right one. And who is ElBaradei, for instance? Do a little checking on him 
and you’d be quite surprised; the guy was an officer at the United Nations his 
whole life. So he is the guy obviously they’re going to set up to take over.) 


Leading Egyptian opposition figure Mohamed ElBaradei has joined thousands 
of protesters in Cairo defying a curfew to demand President Mubarak stand 
down. 


So as I say, Baradei, Mohamed ElBaradei, is an agent of the United Nations; that’s 
his employer. He also, amazingly enough, belongs to another organization, if you 
look at it too, crisisgroup.org. Look up that site. It’s a non-governmental 


organization backed by the big foundations and guess who’s in it there? 
Brzezinski again, the same guy that was behind the Iran student uprising and the 
Orange Revolution when they sent thousands of US NGOs over, with their orange 
scarves and placards and all the rest of it. So it’s the SAME thing that’s been 
going on right now in Egypt. But of course you’re not supposed to think that, or 
know that, or even be aware that Brzezinski and the NGOs are all involved and 
these articles are trying to make you think it’s just Communist Mohammedans, 
which is absolute rubbish. As I say, this Mohamed ElBaradei not only belongs to 
this crisis group and has obviously done work for them, for years, he also is an 
officer of the United Nations, but they won’t mention that here. 


Addressing the crowd in Tahrir (Liberation) Square, the Nobel peace prize 
winner urged patience, saying "change is coming". 


In a tense sixth day of protests, the army sent tanks into the square only to 
see them blocked by demonstrators. 


Air force jets and a helicopter repeatedly flew low over the square. 


(A: Then he gives his prepared speech...) "I bow to the people of Egypt in 
respect. I ask of you patience, change is coming in the next few days." 


However, the BBC's Jim Muir in Cairo said the former UN official did not 
attract the attention of the whole crowd, which contained other political 
factions. (A: This is the one obviously that the US, Britain and so on will back 
up because he’s part of their crisis resolution club who actually, it’s like 
doublespeak, tend to foment revolution inside countries with what they call 
‘soft power’; this is the term they use, soft power, non-governmental 
organizations that are all well organized and well funded, well backed, etc.

Social networking under fresh attack as tide of cyber- 
scepticism sweeps US 
Twitter and Facebook don't connect people - they isolate them from reality, 


say a rising number of academics

The way in which people frantically communicate online via Twitter, 
Facebook and instant messaging can be seen as a form of modern madness, 
according to a leading American sociologist. 


"A behaviour that has become typical may still express the problems that once 
caused us to see it as pathological," MIT professor Sherry Turkle writes in her 
new book, Alone Together, which is leading an attack on the information age. 

Turkle's book, published in the UK next month, has caused a sensation in 
America, which is usually more obsessed with the merits of social networking. 


(A: I'll read more of this because it’s really important that you understand 
what’s happening TO you and those around you. It explains why they can’t 
really get what’s going on. I'll be back with more after this break.) 


Hi folks. We’re back, Cutting Through The Matrix, just reading this article about 
how we’re becoming stupider, as people actually think they’re getting more 
information and they’re interacting more online with other people, online in one 
fashion or another. It says here... 


Turkle's thesis is simple: technology is threatening to dominate our lives and 
make us less human. (A: That’s true; they’re becoming less human.) Under 
the illusion of allowing us to communicate better, it is actually isolating us 
from real human interactions in a cyber-reality that is a poor imitation of the 
real world. 


But Turkle's book is far from the only work of its kind. An intellectual 
backlash in America is calling for a rejection of some of the values and 
methods of modern communications. "It is a huge backlash. The different 
kinds of communication that people are using have become something that 
scares people," said Professor William Kist, an education expert at Kent State 
University, Ohio. 





The list of attacks on social media is a long one and comes from all corners of 
academia and popular culture. A recent bestseller in the US, The Shallows by 
Nicholas Carr, suggested that use of the internet was altering the way we 
think to make us less capable of digesting large and complex amounts of 
information, such as books and magazine articles. The book was based on an 
essay that Carr wrote in the Atlantic magazine. It was just as emphatic and 
was headlined: Is Google Making Us Stupid? 


(A: Well, they’ve done much higher studies that than for the RAND 
Corporation and of course the Pentagon, and the military, Department of 
Defence in Britain. They have found of course that we can’t handle the kind 


of data that’s thrown at us because people cannot DISCERN the data. 
Eventually they can’t discern what they're reading, or if it’s true or false or 
even bother to check up if it’s true or false. They just take it at face value and 
they live in a kaleidoscopic world of just data, just mindless empty data... until 
they’re just reading articles and they can’t connect to the content. And if the 
article happens to be the fact that we’re bombing and killing people in some 
country, it means nothing to them at all. They have no interest whatsoever; 
it’s just another part of entertainment, along with the UFOs and the alien 
invasions and stuff like that, because they’re surfing all the time.) 


Another strand of thought in the field of cyber-scepticism is found in The Net 
Delusion, by Evgeny Morozov. He argues that social media has bred a 
generation of "slacktivists". It has made people lazy and enshrined the illusion 
that clicking a mouse is a form of activism equal to real world donations of 
money and time. (A: And that is true! That’s true. They're not even 
armchair; they’re just computer-chair activists that sit there and they put 
their name on different documents... YEAH, I BELIEVE IN THAT; I’LL DO THAT... and 
click, away they go, and they'll do about 25 before the night’s out.) 


Other books include The Dumbest Generation by Emory University professor 
Mark Bauerlein - in which he claims "the intellectual future of the US looks 
dim"- and We Have Met the Enemy by Daniel Akst, which describes the 
problems of self-control in the modern world, of which the proliferation of 
communication tools is a key component. (A: That’s to do with putting all 
your data up there and all of your personal information, as though everyone’s 
your best friend. It’s just astonishing what they do now; they have no 
discernment whatsoever of privacy and they’re not embarrassed by anything 
at all. And they should be, because embarrassment, by the way, is again part 
of your survival mechanism.) 


The backlash has crossed the Atlantic. In Cyburbia, published in Britain last 
year, James Harkin surveyed the modern technological world and found some 
dangerous possibilities. While Harkin was no pure cyber-sceptic, he found 
many reasons to be worried as well as pleased about the new technological 
era. Elsewhere, hit film The Social Network has been seen as a thinly veiled 
attack on the social media generation, suggesting that Facebook was created 
by people who failed to fit in with the real world. 


This is the kind of stuff they’re putting out now. There are a lot more dangers, 
actually, than this touches on. As I say, when you lose your morality, because it’s 
effecting your temporal lobe, then that’s very dangerous; dangerous indeed. 
However, it does fall into line with what the big boys from the Frankfurt School 
and so on that helped run your societies and your culture industries planned for 
you. This is the most debased time, I think. This is more debased today actually in 
culture and in entertainment and what people are doing in their spare time, it’s 
more debased than even the old pagan times of pre-Christian Rome. Pagans were 
nothing like the people are today, nothing at all. 


Of course it’s under the guise of FREEDOM that the people fall into the traps 
today and again, that was all decided at the 1924 Frankfurt School when they 
decided to find alternative ways of bringing cultures down. They pushed sexual 
promiscuity, and homosexuality would have to be brought to the top, sexual 


education in schools, and all kinds of stuff to destroy, they said, to destroy the 
existing cultures. And has that ever been a success. These schools really existed, 
these big Marxist organizations heavily funded by the big bankers. Some of them 
joined with the Macy Group and they were given the right by Presidents of the 
United States to introduce their techniques INTO the country. Of course, they 
worked with Hollywood to, again, bring down the culture, using the Adorno 
techniques to bring down the culture within the United States itself. And of 
course the music industry as well. 


So, people, you are the end result of a long war. The problem is, because you are 
the causalities of war but you simply don’t know it, you won’t even care about it or 
even what I’m saying. You see, you are... you are what you are now and that’s 
called contamination, in their own terminology. You have been contaminated, and 
yet you think you are fine because everyone else is doing what you do.

Spanish government reaches deal to raise retirement age 


(A: It’s getting forced to by the International Monetary Fund.)

Spain's socialist government has struck a deal with the country's trade unions 
to raise the age of retirement. 


All parties have agreed that the compulsory retirement age will increase from 
65 to 67, one of the highest in Europe. (A: They’re trying to do the same in 
France, but they'll have a hard time with the French, they don’t really give in 
so easily.) 


A final, marathon discussion ran into the early hours of Friday morning. 


The deal is a crucial step to convince investors the government is committed 
to structural reform to revive the economy and avoid a bail-out. 


Aware it was under international scrutiny, the government had threatened to 
impose the changes by decree if necessary. (A: That’s just by order; it 
doesn’t have to go through the usual pretense of democracy.) Spain's trade 
unions had warned of another general strike. 


Since early January, the two sides have been holding long weekends and late 
nights of talks. 


With a low birth rate and increasing life expectancy, government figures 
suggest 32% of Spain's population will be aged 64 or over by 2050. The 
number of pensioners is expected to rise from eight million to 12 million over 
the next 3 decades. (A: Which is rubbish actually, because they will know 
exactly how many immigrants they plan to bring in; that’s why Britain said 
they brought in the flood of immigrants. Apart from the fact that it wasn’t 
really true, because the Frankfurt School also said, THROUGH MULTICULTURAL 
IMMIGRATION IN VAST NUMBERS THEY WOULD DESTROY THE CULTURES OF THE COUNTRIES IN 
Europe - and that’s in their records by the way. So Spain will no doubt do the 
same thing because they don’t intend to leave Spain’s culture intact either, 
down the road. They’re on the list as well, to be hit.) 


So everything is a con game in this big reality, what they call reality and 
democracy. Everything is planned before you are born as to where it will be. 
When I was born they kept harping on about, oH my Gop, COME THE YEAR 2000 THERE’LL

Can scientists REALLY make it rain (or are they a useless 


shower?)

(A: Again, it’s one of these tongue-and-cheek articles, Mail Online, press 
handout type of thing. And it’s a very superficial history, a minimalistic 
history of weather modification.) 


At the height of the Vietnam War, soldiers who heard U.S. aircraft flying high 
over the Ho Chi Minh trail might have feared bombs were about to fall from 
the sky, or at least that reconnaissance pilots were taking pictures of the Viet 
Cong's supply lines. 


In fact, they had very little to fear. The planes were just trying to make it rain 
- but they weren't very good at it. (A: That’s not quite true. They made quite 
some good floods there and turned those trails into mud. They also went into 
other areas, including Britain and Canada and elsewhere, with their testing 
stuff out and they caused some amazing storms in Britain over the years. I 
remember there was one town that was hit in England and some houses were 
even washed away; the RAF of course did that.) 


Operation Popeye started in 1966 and ran for seven years. Pilots flew 2,600 
rain-seeding sorties, but it was a dismal failure. There was a little rain but not 
enough to halt the supply lines. 


A Swiss company called Meteo Systems claims to have seeded more than 50 
rainstorms over the Abu Dhabi desert last year. (A: I know China is doing 
their own stuff too and other countries are. So is Russia by the way; they've 
had ads in the newspapers.) 


‘The Meteo Systems claims are really nothing more than that - it is a simple 
example of a chance outcome,' says Dr Deon Terblanche, a weather 
modification expert at the World Meteorological Organisation. 


Others say they might be true. Meteo Systems uses a technology that is new 
to this field: a network of towers that use electricity to electrically 
charge the air. (A: Imagine that. We’ve been saying that for years.) The 
ionised air then seeds rain. 


Professor Peter Wilder, of the Technical University of Munich, did not see the 
rain fall in the desert but he is keeping an open mind about this new idea. 


'I am convinced that the ionisation technology has the potential to work,' he 
says. 


So far, then, no one knows whether rain-seeding really does do what its 
supporters claim. Measuring the success of weather modification projects is 
like peering through a thick fog - and it always has been. 


The thing is too, we know they’ve been doing it because they’ve been spraying us 
consistently from 1998 on. They’ve caused floods in all the farmland areas in 
Canada and the States over the years and then followed by droughts. They can 
cause rain or disperse the clouds; one or the other. It’s quite fascinating to 
watch. With the use of HAARP technology, which is far more powerful, and the 
seeding of the skies you might call it, they can certainly cause weather 
modification. Otherwise they wouldn’t have signed the treaties through the 1970s 
on weather warfare, in the United Nations; they have all signed on to that. Why 
would they sign on if it didn’t work? Well it does work you see; that’s why they 
signed on to it. That’s why they Pentagon put so much cash into it and funded 
Teller to come out with the techniques of using the HAARP-type technology, along 
with seeding the skies and so on. It certainly does work.
